I explained in my previous article the main features of the 1-2-3 official 
system, which my partner, Oswald Jacoby, and I will use in our match against 
Ely Culbertson and his partners. Today's and tomorrow's articles will be 
devoted to the bidding system which our opponents have agreed to use during 
the match. It is a combination of the “approach-forcing” system, and the 
“one-over-one” system, which Mr. Culbertson has adopted only lately as an 
annex to the system advocated in his Blue Book 

Leaving out the preventive (shut-out) and the No-trump bids, which, 
of course, ex!st in both systems, the “approach-forcing” system has only two 
normal suit bids,-the one-bid and the two-bid. The latter is an absolute 
demand bid (forcing bid), ‘There is no intermediary bid, and, therefore, the 
system seems to have less elasticity than the 1-2-3 official system

He has assumed the role of 
dictator, and with it the responsibility for 
what may follow his self-appointment. He 
threatens civil war, under the camouflage 
of civil disobedience. The question now is 
how far Britain is warranted in allowing 
him to go to reproduce the rioting and 
bloodshed of a vear ago on the far wider 
scale he plans and predicts. 

If Gandhi were launching his threats 
in Paris or Washington, against the peace 
and order of a dependency of France or 
the United States, he would be more likely 
to see the inside of a jail than the sun- 
baked plains of the country he proposes 
to turn into an inferno.

They have tended to be fatal’stic and 
t» surrender to authority.

(2) In all the areas under post-war 
dictatorships there has been a high} 
birth-ra‘e ard a high death-rate, 
higher than in the democratically | 
governed areas. And the world 
around high birth-rates and high | 
death-ra‘es taken together dul] and| 
dampen public spirit. The women 
are devitelized and the people in| 
general weakened and fatalis ic, easy 
prey to the strong man or the strong | 
group seek’ng to seize leadership. 

(3) In all the areas under post-war 
dictatorships, {literacy has been wide- 
spread for generations, As against 
the western democracies wi-h an il- 
literacy quota of less than 10 per cent., 
we find 10 to 20 per cent, illiteracy 
| in Eungary, 20 to 30 per cent, in Italy, 
50 to 60 per cent. in Russia, Mliter- 
acy makes for a narrow:ng range of 
interes's, A people whose interests 
do not range far from the parish | 
pump fall easy prey to national dic- | 
tatorships. Ignorance shuts them off | 
from knowledge of large-scale public | 
affairs. 

(4) In all the areas under post-war 
dictatorships, the people had long 
lived under authoritarian religions 
which, qui'e apart from the soundne 
or unsoundness of the religions i: 
question, had accustomed the people 
to bowing to authority, thus making 
them easily amenable to dictators. 

All this is, I think, significant. 
These four factors that have marked | 
all of the areas under dictatorships | 
are not present in America. The nat- 
ural soil of dictatorship is lacking.

GIVE STAMP 
OF APPROVAL 


Petition Will be Forward- 
ed to Premier Bennett 


This Week 


More than five hundred students at 
the University of Alberta have ex- 
pressed their approval of world dis- 
armament by signing a petition re- 
garding Canadian representation at 
the Geneva conference on disarm- 
ament which will bo held in Febru- 
ary, 1932. Several hundred more are 
expected before the end of 
the week will be cent to 
Ottawa, 

The petition has been circulated in 
all Canadian universities and colleges 
through the Initiative of a group of 
students representative of the leading 
institutions who met in conference 
at E’gin House, Muskoka in Septem- 
ber, 1931, It is addressed to the Right 
Honorable R. B. Bennett, P.C., Prime 
Minister of the Dominion of Canada, 
and stresses the need for the ap- 
pointment to the Canadian delegation 
of men who will press vigorously for 
reduction of armaments. 


WORDING OF PETITION 

Tt reads as follows: “The undersign- 
ed students in Canadian Universities, 
recognizing the gravity of the decis- 
ions which will be made at the Geneva 
conference on disarmament in Febru- 
ery, 1932, and appreciating the re- 
rponsibilities which failure in that 
conference will impose on the youth 
of al] nations, respectfully but urgently 
request you as the head of our na- 
tional government so to select and in- 
struct the representatives of Canada 
at Geneva as to ensure that Canadian 
influence will be exerted vigorously on 
behalf of significant reduction of arm- 
aments 

“We further suggest that there are 
persons of outstanding political abjil- 
ity, not now identified with party con- 
flicts, including two who have served 
their country as prime ministers, 
whose presence would both give weight 
to Canadian representations and re- 
flect the serious thought of our best 
citizens; and we earnestly suggest that 
the delegation be in no case domin- 
ated by professional experts in the 
armed services, but by statesmen re- 
presenting the higher aspirations of | 
the world which was born of the 
Great War.”
